We think few people will have experi- 
enced any feeling of regret that Pre 
sident Hayes has exercised his right, of 
veto on the Chinese Immigration Bill, 
which had been passed by considerable 
majorities in both-Housea of the United 
States’ Congress, : ns 

The President's reasons for adopting 
this course appear'to have been-that the 
bill proposed to break faith with a 
friendly nation without notice, that the 
needed delay to proceed: formally and 
according to custom could work no 
appreciable injury, that the evila com- 
plained of had-already formed the subject 
of conference between the Department 
of State and the Chinese Ambassador, 
and that a summary violation of a 
treaty, such as the bill involved, would 
needlessly imperil the interests of United 
States’ citizans in China, All these 
reasons are weighty, but they do not 
cover the whole, question, and, as 
Chinese Immigration” is a problem 
which is petplexing our brbica in 
Australia quite as much ag our cousing 
onthe Pacific Slops, we feel that. we 
may be pardoned if we ‘venture a- few 
suggestions towards its solution 

In the first’ place, we must protest 
that we have no sympathy with the out- 


ory which has been raised against the’ 


Chinese, both in Australia and the 
United States, founded upon their com- 
petition in the labour markets of the 
respective countries, Any interference 


with the natural operation of the law of | 


supply and demand is never more than 
‘temporarily successful and generally re- 
coils on the heads of those. who originate 
it, and if a Chinaman oan perform a 
certain amount of work as efficiently aa 
any one else, and more cheaply, there. is 
no good reason, moral, social or political, 
wh ould pot be employed to do it. 
Especially in’ cotnparatively new coun- 
tries, sparsely populated, competition 
should be as-tree aa air, limited only by 
natural causea or by .the unintended 
effect’ of general social circumstances, If 
land has to be. reclaimed, mines to be 
worked, roads and railways to be con- 


structed, it seems obvious ,that it ig. for | 
the general interest that the various” 


operations should be-carried out ad cheap- 
ly as possible, Every pound that is un- 
necessarily spent is so much deédueted 
from the public capital, which must be 
made up by the individual’ members ‘of 
the community, unconsciously * perhaps 
but no leas surely, by an increased 
payment for the commodities in most 
general use. This simple and.-self-evid- 
ent proposition seems to have been quite 
overlooked by the people of Australia, 
and even by" our sharp-witted relatives 
in the United States, and the astonishing 
sight is presented to the world, of men 
of culture aid refinoment, experienced 
in state craft’ and professing to know the 
value of liberty, and. to understand. its 
principles, endeavouring to shut off from 
their respective countries an inexhausti- 
ble supply of cheap and efficient labour, 
of which they stand much in need, 
merely for.the purpose of maintsining, 
at an artificial, and therefore anwarrant- 
able, height, _the wages paid to the 
loafing 

“who prey upon the induatry and obstruct 
the progress of the districts to which 
they belong snd whose ideas of law and 


justice are limited by their own ‘selfish. 


desires‘and by the instructions, from 
time to time, issued to them by ‘their 
diexolute and’ dishonest leaders, 

A very remarkable pamphlet, entitled 
"Tho Chinese Question in Australia,” 
haa recently been published in -Mel- 
bourne; and is now before us.

Wilhelm I, the 1st Emperor of Germany of 
the House of Hobenzollern, and King of 
Prussia, was born March 22nd, 1797, there- 
fore completes to-day his 82nd year, and is 
thus the oldest of the. present monarchs, 
The second son of King Freidrich Wilbelm- 
ILI of Prussia, and of Princess Louise of 
Meoklenberg-Btrelitz, he was educated for 
the military. career, and took part in the 
campaigns of 1813 ond 1814 against France; 
Governor of the Province of Pomerania, 
1840;. Military Governor of the Rhine Pro- 
vinces, 1849-57 ; appointed Regent of Prus- 
sia during the iliness-of bis brother, 
Jan, 2, 1861, Commander-in-chief of the 
German armies in the war against France, 
July, 1870 to Maroh 1871, Proclaiméd 
Emperor of Germany at Versailles, Jan- 
uary 18th, 1871, His ‘election was by 
vole of the Reichstag of the North Ger- 
man Confederation, on tho initiative of all 
the reigning princes of Germany. Since 
the creation of the Imperial dignity by 
Charlemagne, crowned " Kaiser” at Kome, 
on Christmas-day in the year 800 there 
have been iifty-five Emperors of Germany, 
the average of whose reigns has been 16 
years, ‘Ibe present Emperor’s life and rule 
now extend beyond that term; and, no doubt, 
to-day many a hearty wish goes forth that 
be may long réign over his people. He 
married, June.lith, 1829, Augusta, Empress 
of Germany and Queén of Prussia, born

MEDICINAL OPIUM IN JAPAN. 

The Anti-Opium Society have received 
from the Marquis ‘of Salisbury, a very 
satisfactory reply to their recent letter ro- 
garding cortain judgmenta by Mr Wilkin. 
son, British Consular Judge in Japan, 
which seemed to them to open a door to an: 
uncontrolled and anjimited-introduction of 
opinm, in direct contradiction to the 
letter and spirit of the treaty botwean Grent 
Britain and that country. The canés ro- 
ferred to were raised at the instanoe of the 
Japanese Customs Authorities against Mr 
John Hartley for opium smuggling. The 
facts were.not disputed, but the defendant 
pleaded that the oplum was medicinal 
opium, not the opium used for smoking, 


ap’ that the prohibition contained in the 
treaty applied only to the kind used for 
smoking. Tho British Oonsular Judge 
accépted this principle, arid laid it down as 
atule that “medicinal opium ia not ii- 
cluded in the prohibition” of the treaty, 
The opium seized was ‘examined, and, in 
ona’. casey, where it was declared to be 
medicinal opium, the case was dismissed. 
{n the second case, it was pronounced 
opium intended for smoking, and was con- 
astined:accordingly, The Society took up. 
the-matter, and a memorial. was prepared 
pointing out thatthe aren laid down by: 
Mr Wilkinson would admit into Japan 
Bll so-called medicinal -opiam without

Every 
front, door in London we are told has 5 
knocker, and morcoyer every door ig * not 
only always kept locked, but has its chain.” 
This is: no doubt a: highly inconvenicnt 
practice, and acarcely less deplorable ia the 
fact thut there are no window-blinds in 
London.. The author is certainly just in 
his reflection that “it isa sad thing to 
thiak of a city of nearly four million people 
being window-blindless.” In connection: 
with tS enormous number of arinounce- 
ments over shop-doors of By special ap- 
pointmont to Her Majesty,” at which he 
was not unnaturally astonished, Mr Bailey 
makes what is perhaps intended for a 
humorous reflection in these words: ‘No 
wonder the country is in debt.” In some 
remarks which come a little later on, the 
many people who have lately suffered from 
tho disgraceful condition of London streste 
and pavements may find a selfish consola- 
tion. London," says our travellor, ‘ is 
far ahead of New York in cleanliness,” and 
ia indeed ‘'s marvelloualy clean city. [ts 
gtreets are not altoguthor broad or straight, " 
but they ore well paved. And yet’ that 
hardly gives you an idea of their excellont 
condition, But, when I say_woll paved, I 
mean, in this connection, that they are as 
smooth as a floor, as hard as marble, as 
free of ruts ag the: brow of Venus, and as 
clear of-filth as is the character of an honest 
man,’ This is a comforting assurance, 
and no doubt the Board uf Worka will be 
dolighted to hear that the system of sewer- 
age is perfoot, or, at any rate, works to the 
satisfaction of everybody ; while the gas 
companies may take heart of grace from 
tho curions praiso which one person at least 
has‘ been found to bestow on the lighting 
of the streets 

Tarning from the generalities of roads 
and streets to the particular detnila of 
houses, wo find Mr Builey. complaining with 
good reason of the extraordinary coufusion 
Created in the stranger's, to say nothing of 
theinhabitante’ minds by the reduplication 
of names for different streets and the sys- 
tem of numbering the houses in thom. A 
person who sets out to find a house ina 
little-known street, or even in a well-known 
streat upon which the local government has 
exercised its powers of humour, has gener- 
ally a very bad time of it, and thero is very 
little exaggeration in the author's atato- 
mont that “a street will begin with one 
name, drop suddenly into another, flop 
abruptly into a third, ond turn completely 
over into a fourth, and ‘so on.” Again, a8 
to the numbering of houses, it is per- 
fectly truo. that the fret and. last number 


‘Tin a streat.are constantly found caactly 
| opposite to each other, and.that people un- 


versed in this system of numboring are put 
to great pains until thoy have mastered it. 
In this matter it might be woll if Mr Bailey's 
complaint, could bring sbout improvement ; 
but probably few Londoners will concur in 
his wish to substitute the Amorican stove 
for the English fire-pluco inside the houses 
which are #0 difficult to find. “ Every room 
in the London house,” hesays, ‘is provided 
with a fire-pleoe ; algo with a hollow sheet- 
iron guard or fender in the front ; also with 
a pair of ponderous tongs, "a long poker, 
and along-bandled shovel... . Iam quite 


_| confident I never approach the fire-placp 


without knooking down all of these articles. 
Perhaps it is the poker fret, and that trips 
up the shovel ; and, in trying to save them, 
J become entangled inthe tongs and down 
they come on the sheet-iron surface of the 
hollow fender.” From tho context, and 
from various passages in Mr Bailey’s other 
productions, it would seem that the Ameri- 
can stove is, in some of its aspects, a terrible 
thing to deal with, and the author's still 
greater horror at the harmless necessary 
fnre-irons of England appears to argue a 
curious want on his part of that adaptability 
to circumstances and willingness to accept 
new views, upon which his countrymen 
gonerally pride themselves.’ : ; 

Leaving the inside again for the outside 
of the houses, he pays a passing tribute to 
the efficiency of tho London police, but in 
doing so takes occasion, with reference to, 
crime, to make. the surprising statement 
that “the emotional insanity dodge is not 
practised ; and they convict, do those Eng: 
lish juries, where ther is a living chance.” 
In the next chapter, devoted to a slight and 
not particularly interesting sketch of the 
House of Cominons during a debate, he ob 
sorves that sn Englishmen dislikes taking 
off his hat:when it can be avoided, und that 
he will be.seen wearing it "in a theatres 
public galleries,-or_ elsewhere indoors, ox- 
cept in churoh.” This, however, he evi- 
dently regards as a merely akin deep want 
of courtesy, for, passing from the House of 
Commons to a crowd assembled to see a 
Royal procession, he is immensel, struck 
with the order and good-humour of the mob’ 
and the police, which he contrasts with the 
behaviour of the " hot, blustering, and 
bewildered police,” and the “ hungry, 
struggling, and offensive ‘ independent’ 
crowd ".to’ which an American is used ih 
his own country, In the course of his de- 
scription, Mr Bailey gives bie readers 6 pass 
sage which is supposed to be humorous, 
and which may be quoted as an instance of 
what deptha he can descend to in bis at. 
tempt to be funny, It is only fatr to say 
that such paseages are the exception rather 
thon the ralo. ‘i 

“On tho frott seat. sat the Piluse -of 
Wales; helz-apparent to the British throng, 
and the Emperor of Rustia; on the back 
seat were hig daughter and her husband; 
the Duke of Edinburgh. . I swallowed tha 
monafch inst one famishing gulp, He wat 
a mottardhy and the most mighty in the 
qorld ; and it wasa great gratification to | 
me to seehiminthe flesh, But there wire 
some disappointments, He ‘bad on pants: 
This eurprised ‘mo; I don’t know why {t- 
should ;only that I expected ho would look- 
diferent from aty. one. elsg.. Perhaps 2 


would have beet moro surprised if he had 


been without panty.” = _. ; 
Tho-vab system of London is contrasted 
as favourdbly with that of New York'as is 
the conduct of our crowds, and ‘by’ bis ob- 
servation of cab and omnibus drivers, udat 
trying ciroumstattoes,. the author’ wad 
bronght to the comforting ctnviction that 
e/Euglish sre nok given to ‘profanity; 
Tat ig; ho explains,‘ they do nob take the 
mae of theif God in vain.” “But As vas 
alec indased by caperience to Belfeyo’ that 
the word " dem” Isto frequent uss, Ty 
in dgyates 
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was disturbed by the empty vastness which 
he found in thegs institutions; by. the want 
of a bar, of a sociable sitting-room, of any 
place in which he ‘could lounge about and 
ohat after the manner to which ho was aséd 
at home. He was-also much irritated at 
finding that the clerk’s work was done by 8 
woman, “a petson,” he justly. observes, 
“that you can’t swenr at.” Qn the sub- 


| there. Is perhaps but 


ject of bara and public houses, he bas, on 
another occasion, a good deal to say, and 
speaks with disfavour of English habits in 
the matter of drinking on two ouriously in- 
consistent grounds. In the firet place, he 
is astounded at the amount of liquor kept 
and offered .in private houses; and at tho 
number of “ bar-rogme;” in the second, he 
is shocked at tho way in which on English- 
man, having calléd for a measure of some 
alcoholic rink, “fills up his ‘glass with 
water, and pours the fearfully diluted spirit 
into his stomach.” “This suggests curiously 
novel views upon the vice of drinking, and 
it is possibly an opon question whether the 
American habit of drinking just before 
meals, is better or-worse than the English 
method, even when the spirit drank is 
'* fearfully. dilated.” This dilution appears 
to have made a strong impression on the 
travellor, for oily a few sentences further 
on ho recurs tot with an air of pitiful’ sur- 
price, * Thoy drink differently from what 
we do,” he says’ ‘ Noticeably, they dilute 
their liquor until its identity is sanken 
from sight,» - ae 

‘Wo have obsirved: the admiration with 
which Mr Bailey regarded the orderly. be- 
Kaviour of an English crowd on the ooca- 
sion of a procoision. This admiration was 
still greater when he went to the Derby. 
“Tt-was a day when all England was demo- 
cratic} when no man became responsible 
for his language or actions, ae long as he 
confined them within tho bounds of decency, 
To an American anused to such licence and 
have it legal, unused to such boundless 
good-natura ina moband havo it universal, 
the soone wad most inspiring.” Again, 
when he went through Petticoat Laue on a 
Sunday, he wad astonished at seeing neither 
a row nor a policeman, things which " of 
course at home I should not expect to see 
both at once,” ‘and, recalling the habit of 
hie countrymen of taking back from Eng- 
land some curious and admirable thing aga 
momento, he says, I think I shall bring 
home a whole policeman.” It was in Patti- 
coat Lane that Mr Bailey mado one of his 
most remarkable discoveries about English 
manners and customs. 

“Srsile,” hy writes, with startling conf. 
denoe, are a favourite dish with the Eng- 
lish, The ansil occupying hore the posi- 
tion held by the oyster in Amorica,”.. The 
pewildorment caused in the English reader’s 
mind by this assertion, ia relioved by what 
follows. ‘A novice at opening oysters 
rarely hankers after tho practios $ but at 
first sight he would prefer, 1 think, to opon 
an oyster rather than to open a snail. But 
the snail is much the easier to conquer 
The sspirantior its flesh adroitly introduces 
a pin into tho front door, of the animal's 
habitation, ond it immediately comes out 
to see what inup.” The reference to the 
pin reveals, of course, the fact that Mr 
Bailey went through his travels in England, 
and has liyed for five years since then, bes 
lieving periwinkles to be anaile, After this, 
his statement that salmon and soles are the 
favourite fishin England, but soles for de- 
licacy and flavour transcend salmon, seems 
flat and devoid of interest. 

It is pleawnt to find that there is any- 
thing in our railway: system which an 
American can admire, Of course Mr Bailey 
says, axd truly, that the luggage system 18 
‘sabominable, to speak mildly,” and the 


yory minor advantages to which he does}: 


justice in tho arrangement of our *¢ cars ” 
cannot bn against the gonerally im~- 
“Mense superiority of the American system. 


But he found great comfort in the exoel- 
lence of our stations, the civility of our 
guards and porters, and the convenience of 
our railway restaurants, In this last matter, 
Mr Bailey must have been unusually for- 
tunate, One admirable suggestion is made 
by him in connection with railway manage: 
ment, “If tho railway companies of Eng- 
land did not know that it was possible to 
have a houtd on their locomotiv-s, the ab- 
sence of it could hardly be charged as a 
iadk of humanity } but with the example of 
America belore-them, it is not only ridi- 
oulous, but iahuman, to have the engine- 
driver and stuker unprotected from the 
weathor,” Ho observes that of late years 
a sheot-iron soreen bas been added to 
engines, behind which the men oan erouch, 


but it ia obviously true that “ when the | P 


Jocomotiveis at rest, the driver and stoker 
get the full force of the storm.” Mr 
Hailey was told thot the reason for thie 
state of things is that without the hottee or 
“Coab,” the deiver has a better control of 
the track,-that is, he rons no risks of beltig 
lulled in:o fa'ue nedutity by warmth. and 
comfort, This argument, he replies, is 
nullified by the severe accidents which have 
occurred through the driver being bonumbed 
by the cold. One would like to have the 
authority wpon which this statement fo 
made, but whether it is exaggerated of not, 
there can be little dotibt that the American 
plan of providing pudetantial sbelter for 
the driyor'aod stoker. ought to be adopted 
here. ‘ ~ 
One cf Mr Bailey's chapters ‘tolls, 
smong other things, what the English think 
of us,” and for the view whioh the author 
takes of out attitude of mind on this point, 
too. muoh excuse: 
When he bad boon asked ‘by an able 
school teddher in Norfolk, if all Amerloan 
gentlemen did not bave either a pistol of a 
knife congealed abont their person,” it was 
not nansural thst be. should think the 
enefal Englich idea cf ‘es full blooded 
A oericun {ia sort.of ee srzenal 
coustanfly eheddiog “bullets, bowles, and 
torpedoes’ Th is no. doubt true that the 
style of Wax West American jourpalient bas 
‘done 6 géod desl towatds croating w faleo 
Improstloa of American life and misnpers 
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in English pedple’s minds, and it is perhaps 
equally tras that a great many “une 
travelled English” (that is English people 
who-havd sot traveded to Amorioa) have a 
belie€ ' sas Amterloan ‘ladies are lacking in 
refinement.’ But: ong reason, of which 
Mr Bailey. takes 110 actorint, for this is to 
befound.in the tush which has for years 
past been madd to Europe by Americans 
who hsv clenty..of money, but no educa! 
ion “or tefloement, It is perbaps ss par- 
donable for..English  frequanters ‘of gon- 
flaegntal yotely fo judge oh mask Amsartenns 


by. those with whom they most frequontly 
come in contact, ap {t is for Mr Bailey to 
suppose, because Ke talked with aome vory 
foolish and ignorant English people, that 
alt the English *‘ believe of all Amorica juat 
an the people of the Enstarn atates believe 
of the Territorles and Oali‘ornfa.” 

Mr Bailey may be glad to hear that wo 
are not all in this state of outor barbarism, 
that the majority of English people no 
longer expect to see an Amorican draw.a 
bowie knife or a Derringer if they happon 
to disagree with him, and that the young 
inan who wanted him to go four miles to 
nee a pair of trousers mads on the American 
pattern was an exceptional person. In the 
course of his remarks upon what we are 
supposed to think about Americand, the 
author introduces some more of his own 
observations concerning us, one or two of 
which are worth notice. ; In the first place, i 
it would seem that throughout his stay in 
England the existence of bauk-notes escaped 
his attention altogether, At least that is 
the reasonable inference. to draw from this 
passage :—“' Here, where the money is 
hard gold and ailver, and even copper, the 
currency is looked upon. with a great deal 
of ouriosity ; and people are much surprised 
to learn that a fow trifies aro.atill purchas- 
able with it in America, A man can con- 
veniontly oarry,around with him a thousand 
dollars of .our ‘money, I have been told ; 
but aman with thousand dollars of the 
current money of England in his pocket 
would have to be lifted about with a 
derrick.” This is the more curious because 
ia another part of his work the writer com- 
plains of the habit which some tradespeople 
have of asking presenters of bank-notes to 
endorse them, It is equally remarkable 
that in the whole course of his wanderings 
in England, Mr Bailey did not see.a single 
pair of boots, -This being a0, it was only. 
natural for him to conclude that “ shoes 
are the universal article“of foot-wear,” but 
how it happened that he saw no boots will 
probably always remain a mystery.

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CEIMINAL PROCEDURE, 

We. ore continually told by Jopanceo 
agitating for the removal of the oxterritorial 
clause from the foreign treaties, that Japa- 
nese law being . now, as they pretend, 
assimilated to Yrestern ideas of jurispru- 
dened, atid its administration beyond suspi- 
cion of ignorance, partiality, or corruption, 
that it is unreasonable for foreigners to 
contend against’ being brought withig. its 

arview. Mr Okoshi, a Japanese student 
in London, recently told us, at a meting of 
the Japanese Institute, that there was now. 
no reason for the continuance of the “ odious 
system,” as he termed ox-territoriality, and 

at the criminal law of this country is 
superior to that of England. Some tew 
ignorant or indifferent persons may, perhaps, 
be imposed on by assertions such as these, 
but they are shown, to be false by actual 
cases Whioh occur inl practice. Here are a 
couple of sufficiently,tlagrant ones which 
merit the attention of those. thoughtless 
people who, without any real knowled je of 
what they aro talking about, think 'there i& 
nothing unreasonable in acceding to Japa~ 
neso demands, to bring foreigners within 
their jurisdiction, In both oases the culprits 
were Japanese subjecta; bat the glaring 
inequality of the punishments meted ont is 
suficiently startling. to arrest attention, and 
attests the semi-barbaric condition of the 
Japanese criminal code, to which foreigners 
would, of course, be subjected, if they lost 
the protection of their own courts, and those 
valuable safeguards -which the wisdom of 
our ancestors has devised to shield. the 
innocent, and secure the just punishment, of 
the guilty, in proportion to the heinousness 
of the offences committed. . 
\ It is now some time ago since a fraud was 


practised on the Netherlands Trading Society. 


to the extent-of $100,000 by one. Mitani 
Sankuro, a Japanese merchant, aided by bis 
two .olerks, his confederates in rascality. 
They were tried for the offence, convicted, 
and sentenced to the altogether inadequate: 
punishment of seventy days’ imprisonment ; 
the two olerka belonging to the Acimin clase, 
i.e, common people,” underwent their term 
of incarceration, but not so. Mitini Sankuyo, 
for, being a samurat, he escaped his share 
ot the punishment dus to his orimé, com- 
pounding by the payment ofa fine to the 
court of two yen twenty-five sen’ Out of 
Jopan such a lamentable miscarriage of 
juatioe as this would be xegarded with tho 
‘utmost astonishmens, but’ here, in native 
cirdlea, we are not aware that it created ady 
surprise at all, since the samurai class axe 
pormitted, on payment of paltry peouniary 
mulots, to escape penalties which common 
persons are subject to. i 

In contrast. with the above, take the case 
of Matsumoto Bunkichi, who was lately 
arrested on a charge of smoking opium at 
the race course at Negishi; ha received, on 
the day before yesterday, the following 
zentence from the Yokohame. Sibamsho 1— 

“You have lent a room'to Riresare and 
three other Chinamen, who reside in the 
Foreign Settlement, Yokohama, but whose 
whereabouts is tinknown, for the purpose 
of emoking opium there, and though you 
insist that you did not, yourself, smoke 
opium, the fact of your guilt: is quite clear 
from the statement of the Kanagawa ken 
policomen, Nakagawa Seizo, Arai Mitsu- 
yoshi, Akai Takijiro, and Toki. Benzo, who 
ascertained the real state of things on that 
oocagion, and also from your owa confession, 
made at the Bluff Police Station. Yor the 
above mentioned orime, which is looked 
upon as the oasphof one “who knowingly 
supplies another person with a room for the 

urpose of smoking opium there, —mentioned 
in the regulation against the aalo of smoking 
opium,—you are hereby condemned to ten 
years’ penal servitude,” . 

Could anything be more unequal? Mitani 
Sankuro’s fraud of $100,000 is punished by 
fining him $2.26, whilst the wretched 
Matsamoto Bunkichi, who belongs to the 
common herd,,for smoking opium himedlf, 
and also allowing some men of another 
nationality,—Chinamen, to wit,—is con- 
demned 
trampery fine will be accepted from him. 
Whilst by far the greater culprit.is let at 
large to prey upon society again, the un- 
fortunate opium smoker, whose vicious habit 
affected nobody but himself, has to bear as 
best he may the utterly disproportionate 
severity which the Japaneso code has in- 
flioted upon him. 

To us the cases to which we have alluded 
seem but‘a- travesty of justice, If the 
sentences were capable of being reversed ;— 
if the culpri€. who illicitly smoked opium, 
and connived at others so doing, wore fined 
acouple dollars. or 60, and the rascal who 
victimised the Netherlands ‘Trading Society 
had -ten years of penal servitude meted out 
to him, there would-be at least a somblance 
of propriety aud fitness, und something to 
satisfy a reusouable sense of justice, 

But, apart irom the wide disparity of the 
‘sentences, the vicious and utterly inde- 
fensible distinction made in the criminal 
law of Japan between the status of those 
who are tried. and convicted in the native 
courts, a8 to whether they belong to the 
nobility, the samurai, or the ordinary people, 
is one that ig intolerable in modern days. 
It-is an outrage on that Saeelley whioh oll 
men should have before the law as members 
of civil society, . Foreignere, not coming 
within the. pale of the samurai class, 
would, if* unprotected by treaty, be dealt 
with aa Acimen, or commun people, and be 
subject to the shameful inequality and 
disavilities whioh persons not of the more 
elevated classes writhe under, from the 
laws bequeathed by feudal legislation, 
when might made right, and the ‘pri 
vileged orders shamelessly trampled under 
their-feet those beneath them in the social 
goals, Whilst such distinctions as these 
continue to be recognised without exciting 
any question amonyst the Japanese theme 
selves, they must not wonder at foreigners’ 
reluctance: to submit themselves to such & 
‘barbaric code, and that they should exhibit 
a persistent preterenuw for theirs own more. 
philosupbio, impartial, and civilised laws.

attached ; a8 also rollers in tho case of 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwisc) in the case of books, pens or 
pencils in the case of pocket-books, &o., 
aud, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
safe transm{asion of auch articles, or usually 
appertains thereto ; but the binding, rollers, 
&c, must not be sent as a separate packet. 
Circulars,—t.c., letters which are intend- 
‘od for transmission in identical terms to 
poversl persons, and the whole ot the 
groater part of whioh is printed, engraved, 
or lithographed,-may also be sent by 


book post. 


But a book-packet may not contain any 
lotter, or communication of tho nature of & 
letter (whether separate or otherwise), 
voloss it be a circular-letter or be wholly 
printed j nor any enclosure soaled or in any 
way closed against inspection, If this 
rule be ‘infringed, the entire packet is 
charged a8 a letter. 


A book-packet may be posted oither 
without a cover (in which case {t must not 
be ‘fastencd, whether by means of gum, 
wafer, soaling wax, pcstage stamp, or 
otherwise) oy in @ cover entirely open at 
both ends, so a8 to admit of the contents 
‘being easily withdrawn for examination ; 
otherwise it-is treated asa letter. For the 
greater accurity of the contents, however, 
‘it may be tied at the ends with string ; 
Poatmaastors “being authorised to cut the 
siring in such caso:, although if they do #o 
they must again tio up the packet. 


No .book-packet may be above 6 tba, 
in weight, nor above 24 inches in length, 
12 inches in‘width, or 12 inches in depth, 
unless it be sent to or from one of the 
Government offices, 


When, owing to a great and unuatal 
influx of -letters, books, etc., the transmis- 
sion or delivery’ of the letters would be 
delayed if the whole mail were. dealt with 
without distinction, book-packets may be 
kept back till the next despatch or delivery. 


PATTERNS. chs 
They must not bo of intrinsic value. This 


role excludes all articles of a saleable nature, 


and indeed whatever may havea value of 
ita own, aport from its mereuse asa pattern; 
and the quantity of any material sent 
ostensibly us a pattern must not be so great 
that it can fairly be cpnsidered as haying on 
this ground an intrinsic value. 


Pattern and Sample Post to colovies and 
foreign countries is restricted to bond fide 
trade. patterns or s.mgles of merchandise, 
Goods sent for sale, or in exeoution ofan 
order (however small the quantity may-be), 
or any articles sent by one private indivi- 
dual to another, which are not actual pat- 
terns or samples, are not adnitssible. 


Patterns or ssmples, whon practicable, 
must be sent in covers open at the. onds, 
and jn such a manner as to be efsy of 
examination. Samples of seeds, drugs, dnd 
auch lke articles, which cannot be sent in 
covers of this hind,«-butsauch artleles only, 
-may be posted enclosed in boxes, or bags 
of Hnen or otber material, fastened in such 
a manner that they may be readily apened;

The Philippine Islands being now admit- 
ted into the General Postal Union, it fol- 
lows that all paid correspondence received 
from Mahila in the mails willbe delivered 
free by this Office, and that all paid cor- 
respondence seit to Manila in the mails 
should be delivered free there. -. — 

Article JX of the Postal Treaty of Berne‘ 
provides that. “ Neithor the senders nor the 
addressees of letters and other postal 
packets shall be called upon to pay, either 
in the Country of-Origin, or in that of 
Destination, any’ tax -or duty other than ” 
the recognised rates levied (in the case of 
paid correspondence) by the despatching 
Office, It is hoped that any extra charge, 
or apparently extra charge, will at once be 
brotght to the novice of the proper 
authorities, in either Colony. 

The above does not apply in any to loose 
letters cent outside the mails, These will 
always be charged on arrival in Hongkong 
and probably the Mantla Office will adopt 
the same course. : 

Complaints are sometimes recelvéd of 
extra charges on correspondence exchanged 
between this Colony and Saigon, but it is 
believed it would be found in all casemthat 
the letters, do., had bes sent loose.

An impression appears to prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterrancan sta- 
- tions, Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, do, can be forwarded only by 
British Packet. It can’ be’ forwarded also 
by Fronch Packet, aud if so forwarded 
genorally arrives & wéok corlier than if it 
had been detained forthe British Mail’. > 


The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery -of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (even if the ‘packet be te- 
gistered) nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which s packet may sustuin 
during its transmission. : 


To guard against such injury all postal | 


packets which are likely to’ suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post. Itshould be-remembered 
that evory packet has to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; aud 
that,;-whenover the bag has in the course of 
its transmission to be transferred by meang 
of tho railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
ig much increased. 

No information can bé given respecting 
lotters which. pass‘ thtough a Post Oftice 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed; andin no other way is official 
{nformatton of a private character allowed 
to be madé public, A Postmaster may, 
however, give an addrens if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose addross it 
is would disapprove of his doing a0. 

Postmaaters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such offoct be 
written thereon, F : 

Postmastors are not bound to give change, 
nor are they author.sed to demand change ; 
and when money Is pald at a Post Ofiice, 
whether as chiinge or othérwise, no question 
ap to ita right amount, goodness, or welght 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. 

Postmasters are not bound to wolgh’any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 


they may do so if their duty be not thereby’ 


impeded, ‘ 


The practice of sealing letters pasalng to 
and from the Eastand West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is apecially prepared), is 
attended with" mucht incomvenience, aud 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 


the letters so sealed but to the other lettors. 


in tho mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to'use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents {n the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet makes Its 
tranamigsion much more secure, fnasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumatances, a regis 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet is a very rare occurrence. N everthe- 
less large sums of money-orother articles 
‘of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even If the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to auch transmission, 
Rly law,. the Post Office is not responsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to atrict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu. 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not. tobe created ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 
yndertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets, . All inland or colonial lettors, 
therefore, which contain coin,’ and al:

The iollowing Regulations as to, the 
{Indemnity to be paid in certain cages on 
the losa of Registered correspondence have 
been made by His Excellency the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XU. 
Tho Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres. 
pordence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good tlie contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 


the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain | 


canes, provided ;— 

1. ‘Chat the sender duly observed all: the 
conditions of Registration require. 

2, That tho fetter waa securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope, 

3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster eneral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost. 

4, ‘Lhat the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the correa- 
pondence was in the custody of the british 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the dishouesty or negligence of any 
pereon not in tho employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. 

5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as portraits,’ 
watches, handsomely. bound books, &., 
which reach their destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition.
